‘SWIFT VENGEANCE METED OUT BY CHIEF 


HENNESSY’S FRIENDS. 


Two Thousand Men Attack and Force 
the Prison Doors. 


TWO OF THE SICILIANS HANGED AND 
THE OTHERS SHOT IN THEIR CELLS. 


Politez Strung to a Lamp-Post and Bagnet- 
to Suspended From the Limb of a Tree 
~—The Meeting in the Morning to Pre- 
pare for the March on the Jail—Names 
of the Men Who Suffered—Scenes 
at the Prison — Intense Excitement 
Throughout the City-—Peace Officers 
Powerless to Restore Order—Possible 
International Complications Which 
May Arise. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., March 14.—‘‘Down with 
the Mafia!’’ was thecry of men of New Or- 
leans when Dave Hennessy was slain by the 
Sicilians. 

**Down with the Mafia!’’ they cried again 
to-day. 

Cool heads and persuasive tongues held in 
check the thirst for vengeance when the 
murder was done. 


‘*Let the law take its course,’ * the wise men’ 


counseled. 

‘*Let the law take its course, if it take the 
right course,’’ the people said. ‘‘If the law 
faiis’’ —— 

The law failed. 

After twenty-eight days of trial, with con- 
clusive evidence of the guilt of at least four 
assassins,a jury, the representative of the 
law, failed to convict. 

It even tried to clothe inthe garb of inno- 
cence, through acquittal, the leader of the 
slaughterers. 

‘*‘Down with the Mafia!’’ the people cried. 

They met at the Clay statue in Canal street 
this morning. 

At10o0’clock the street was packed from 
curb to curb. 

Out of St. Charles street came a shout, and 
dbout the monument the crowd surged, each 
man striving for a place near the steps. 

‘*Fall in!’’ 

The cry was repeated. 

The crowd coming in from St. Charles 
street fell back and a column was formed 
around the statue, 

It was ragged in formation, its lines wav- 
ered with excitement. 

‘‘Hurrah for W.S8. Parkerson!’’ 

‘‘Hurrah for J. C. Wickliffe!’’ 

‘*Speech!’’ 

The cries were loud and every minute the 
excitement grew. ' 

Men inthe crowd had seen the speakers 
moving toward the statute. 

They forced a crowd off the steps within the 
rail, and the speakers mounted them. 

There wasarush forthe narrow gate, and 
ina minute there stood a packed mass of 
humanity around the statue of the immortal 
Clay. 

The view from that altitude was imposing. 
Not a word yet escaped the lips of the 
gentlemen who had mounted the steps. They 
stood erect, motionless, surveying the surg- 
ing multitude from whose ranks there 
gleamed faces full of resolve and determina- 
tion. 

There were 8,000 persons within the range 
of the voice, and more could beseen strug- 
gling, pushing out of St. Charles. 

Street cars were blocked. Men stopped 
cabs and vehicles of all sorts that they might 
mount them and hear from the foot of the 
Clay monument the denunciation of the ver- 


dict. - 
PARKERSON’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Parkerson spoke first. . 

**Qnce before,’’ he said, ‘‘I appeared be- 
fore the people in mass-meeting assembled 
to discuss matters vital to the interest of the 
community. Again I face the people of New 
Orleans to denounce the most infamous act 
which was consequent upon the most revolt- 
ing crime in the criminal annals of any com- 
munity. 

‘“phat act was the finding of the jury in the 
murder trial yesterday and thatcrime was, 
as everybody knows, the foul assassination 
of the Chief of Police. I desire neither fame, 
nor name, nor glory. Iama piain American 
citizen, and as such and as a good citizen I 
am heie.’’ 

The crowd was yelling itself hoarse. 

-Fury ungovernable was evident throughout 
that immense assemblage, which by that 
time numbered fully 8,000 people. 

**ghall you protect yourself?’’ he cried, and 
answered it with the crowd: 

© ‘Yes. s? 

‘*gelf-preservation is the first law of nature. 
This is the time for action, not taik.’’

AT THE PRISON. 


The parish prison was reached at 10280 


o’clock. The wooden door on Marais street, 


was broken in by a large billet of wooed used 
as acatapuit, and heavy stones were also 
poured against it. 

The door yielded. 

After the door had been broken down there 
was a wild rush forentrance. The men stood 
at the door and prevented anyone from com- 
ing in except those who carried shotguns and 
Winchesters. 

The large bed in the Sheriff’s private room 
was torn down by the crowd in their mad rush 
to the lobby. 

The mob congregated in the visiting-room 
and a shout went up for the key to the inside 
gate. 

The crowd that was packed in front of the 
outside gate re-echoed the shout, and a young 
man brought forth the keys. The inside gate 
was thrown open, and the several deputies 
who were in the lobby gave way to the crowd. 

The door leading into the white people’s 
yard was open and the avengers crowded 
through. A cell just at the door was

opened; it was crowded with prisoners who 
who were trembling in every limb. 

A deputy stood in the door. He told the 
crowd that none of those in that cell were the 
prisoners wanted. The mob filed out into the 
yard, 

Glancing up at one ofthe condemned cells 
onthe second floora blanched and ghastly 
face was seen at the bars of the door. 

‘*That’s Scoffedi!’’ shouted one excited in- 
dividual, and immediately several shots were 
fired atthe cell. The individual, whoever he 
was, quickly disappeared. 

Several more shots were fired at the door. 

‘‘They are in the female department,’’ 
shouted a shrill voice. 

‘‘Where is the key? Bring us*the key,’’ 
they yelled, and a rush was made for the door 
separating the two divisions. 

THE ASSASINS. 

The door was found securely locked. 
ter it down,’’ said one. 

‘*Hold on,’’ a young man with a Winches- 
ter replied, ‘‘I’ve got the key,’’ and he held a 
long key over his head. This announcement 
was greeted with yells. 

The door was opened and the crowd made

**I do,’’ and ‘‘I,’*’ shouted a dozen men.

Seven men entered and in the corridor was 
found one person. This was an old negro 
woman.

POLICE ROUTED. 

A wagon filled with policemen dashed up to 
the scene, but they were driven away amida 
shower of mud and did not seem anxious to 
charge the crowd, 

The Sheriff’s deputies found that resistance 
Was useless, and they hadto stand by and 
see the doors battered down. 

When apprised of the approach of the mob, 
the prison officials transferred the Italians 
from the male to the female department, and 
when the armed men who got on the inside 
ofthe jail found them, the prisoners ran 
down into the yard below. 

They begged and pleaded for mercy, but 
for some of them there was no mercy shown 
at the hands of the outraged citizens. 
When the prisoners reached the 
yard they tried to seek places of 
safety, but there were none to be found, and 
the shotguns belched forth and the slayers of 
Hennessy fell dead in their tracks. 

MACHECA’S DEATH. 

Macheca, the arch-conspirator, crouched 
down in a corner with his hands before his 
face and screamed. Adozen bullets entered 
his body and he pitched head foremost on the 
stone pavement dead. 

; POLITEZ HANGED. 

While the work of vengeance was going on 
inside a crowd of men came outof the jail 
with the crazy assassin Politez. Some 
one had a rope and as the miserable 
Italian was rushed to the corner 
the line was thrown over an arm of a post 
and Politez was drawn up intheair. Before 
he strangled to death a dozen shots rang out, 
and his body was riddled with bullets. 

AND BAGNETTO, TOO. 
Onthe other side of the prison Bagnetto, 


one of the assassins, was brought out already |

Policeman Herron, who was in the prison, 
was shot in the neck. He is the only one out- 
side the prisoners who suffered. 

PARKERSON’S GLORY. 

After the work was done Mr. Parkerson ad- 
dressed the dense mob of citizens and ad- 
vised them to disperse. 

They frantically applauded, and when he 
had finished, carried him bodily on their 
shoulders. The multitude participating in the 
avenging work marched to Canal street after 
the, bloody work was over, shouting and wav- 
ing handkerchiefs in the air.

INTERNATIONAL COMPLICATIONS PROBABLE. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 14.—The murder of 
the Italians charged with the murder 
of Chief Hennessy may lead to 
serious international complications. The 
Italian Government will be almost certain to 
demand reparation for the murder of its 
subjects, especially considering the fact that 
they were tried by an American court 
and not convicted. The author- 
ties had ample warning that an attempt 
would be«made to lynch the Italians, and 
failed to tect them. Ifany of the victims 
prove to have been naturalized American 
citizens, the Italian Government can take 
no official cognizance of their death, but if 
they were citizens of the Kingdom of Italy 
it is practically certain that a demand 
for reparation will be made upon 
the United States Government. Italy has 
frequently been called upon to punish ban- 
ditti who have murdered foreigners, and will 
in all probability make a similar demand upon 
the United Stafes, especially when the fact is 
taken into consideration that in-more than 
one instance the American Government had 
secured the punishment of lialian brigands 
who have kidnapped and murdered American 
citizens, 

THE SITUATION LAST NIGHT. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 18.—The legal 
proceedings in the trial of the assassination 
of Chief of Police David Hennessy are for the 
time being finished, but the citizens of New 
Orleans do not propose to let the matter rest, 
and as evidence of this a call was sent out to- 
night fora mass-meeting, and all of those 
requested to come were advised to be pre- 
pared to do what justice had failed in. The 
indignation at the verdict rendered ran high 
and the jury when it reached the street was 
hissed and hooted from every side by every- 
body. 

The trial of the nine assassins of Chief D. CO. 
Hennessy (who was killed on October 15), 
which has been in progress since Febru- 
ary 16, was concluded to-day. 
The Jury was ragged and tired. The prison- 
ers showed signs of the wear and tear and 
worry of the long-continued trial, and every - 
body was anxious to have it over. 

The jury, after being out all night, filed 
slowly into the court-room, and the verdict 
was passedup to Judge Baker, whothrew 
the crowd in the court-room into a fever of 
uneasiness by slowly and deliberately read: 
ing the verdict’over to himself without show- 
ing the least sign of what it contained. After 
some minutes he handed the document to 
Minute Clerk Screvens. to read it to the 
jury.

Afterward, asthe evidence dis- 
closes, an application Was made for a new 
trial, and pending a decision on that applica- 
tion these same men were on the tip-toe of 
expectation. These men had in- 
augurated the prosecution against 
the Provenzanos. One of these men, Jo- 
seph P. Macheca, dec —as was shown by 
the evidence of Kuhn, Helier and others—he 
declared that if the Provenzanos were nted 
a new trial, tg 2 fruit merchant of this city 
would hold Mr. Hennessy responsible for their 
future actions. Not alone did a policeman 
Say this, but three gentlemen like yourselves 
declared that the threat had been made. 
Then comes Officer Cehance, He was waiting 
for a patrol wagon. Mr. Macheca comes 
along and says that Mr: Hennessy had been 
meddling in the case; that he had better 
keep his. hands off, or that he would put 
him in @ box. And he is in a box to-day. 
The third statement was made toa reporter 
ofa lg any oy Mr. Coleman, whom Macheca 
told that he met the Chief of Police on Canal 
street. They shook hands and Macheca said 
the Chief of Police: ‘It 8 reported that you 
are paying the Board of the Provenzanos in 
the Parish Prison.’ This was enough to 
make Mr. Hennessy resent the remark, and 
he said to Macheca: ‘You area d—d 
liar.’ Thus was the breach burst wide

‘*The point has been madeas to his identity.

Monasterio occupied the room 
and Macheca paid $3 a month forit. Why did 
he not go himself and rent the premises? 
Was it so important a transaction that he did 
not possess enough business capacity to do It, 
and that Mr. Macheca had to be called on? 
What isthe answer? His visit was not for the 
perpoee of renting theshanty. It was the 
xing of a convenient — where Hennessy’s 
life could be taken. his was on the 13th of 
August. Two months later,adding two days, 
Hennessy met his death. 
OLITEZ. 

‘*The number of that house,if I mistake 
not, is 270 Girod street. Opposite to it is the 
house occupied by Mrs. Rita Thames on the 
one side and Officer Dayton on the other. The 
shanty that Monasterio lived in was the same 
that Politez lived in. 

‘*He knew the premises as well as any man 
could. He carried on business there and 
posse milk from that place,and Dayton saw 

im every day. How far fromthis did Hen- 
nessy live? On the corner was Valentine 
Burk’s grocery. Hennessy’s house was next 
door, ere was the house that Politez had 
lived in, there was the shanty that Monas- 
terio occupied, anda more convenient s 
could not be selected to carry out the fell pur- 
pose of the midnight assassins. 

‘*The theory of the prosecution is that some 
one ran ahead of the unfortunate man on 
that fatal night and signaled to the man at 
the shanty. Itrequired a spy, and one who 
knew Hennessy well, so that when he should 
come to the shanty they would know him and 
step out and rob him of his life. 

‘*There are many subjects in this case.Take 
the wounds that Mr. Hennessy had. The 
coroner has described them as being all on 
one side, save one, which was onthe inside 
of the right leg; proof that he was shot while 
he was walking. Three of the bullets in- 
flicted mortal wounds, andthe side of the 
house coonptes by Mrs. Thames was per- 
forated by bullets, showing that these men 
intended to kill him right then and there. 

‘-One of them, after the first volley, stepped 
out on the car track and fired again upon the 
wounded man. Their e was to kul, 
and well they succeeded. There was erene 
ration made for the killing. The guns had to 
be got together, and we find that two or 
three persons saw that unfortunate man 
Politez carrying them toanalleyin the back 
entrance of Pietzo’s house. I noticed yester- 
day that the black beard on Politez’ face had 
grown considerably, and I take it that in two 
or three sthat man conld grow a mus- 
tache of fair proportions. Whether or not he 
wore a mustache he was @®he man seen by 
Corcoran and nie oy him.

Mrs. Persis Smith’s Nephews and Nieces 
: gittack Her Last Testament. 


FAMILY HISTORY DISCLOSED IN LITIGA- 
TION OVER AN ESTATE. 


An Adopted Son Preferred to Relatives, 
Much to the Dissatisfaction of the Lat- 
ter—The Legal Battle Between James 8. 
Garland and George Connelly Smith— 
The Prize in Controversy. 


A petition was this morning filed in the Cir- 
cuit Court by John True Garland, Jennie 
Garland Hosmer and her husband, James K. 
Hosmer, Nathan M. Garland and James 
Smith Garland, to which George Smith, 
‘‘whose real name is Connelley,’’ John P. 
Garland, Elizabeth Bentley Garland, Persis 
Jane Garland, Elizabeth Garland, Charles 
Garland, Wm. Garland, James M. Garland, 
Emma Garland, Lydia Jane Wisher, David 
Wisher and Amelia Mantels are defendants. 

The object of the petition is to break the 
will of the late Mrs. Persis Smith. 

The plaintiffs are the children of Charles 
Garland, a brother of Mrs. Smith. The de- 
fendants are another brother (John P. Gar- 
land), his wife and children, Mrs. Smith’s 
adopted son and principal heir under the 
will, the children of another brother (Benja- 


min F. Garland) and an old servant of the, 


late Mrs. Smith. 

In her will Mrs, Smith left the bulk of her 
fortune to her adopted son, George Smith 
(Connelley), gave J. T. Garland, Mrs. Hosmer 
andN. M. Garland $500 each, cut out James 8. 
Gerland entirely and gave $6,900 to several of 
the defendants and annuities amounting in 
gross to $1,200 to four others. 

The willis quoted in full in the petition and 
is commented upon as follows: 

‘*The object and purpose of said writing, 
taken together with other writings pre- 
viously obtained from said Persis Smith by 
George Smith by means hereinafter alleged, 
was and is to vestin the defendant, George 
Smith, to the exclusion of the next of kin and 
heirs at law, the estate of said Persis Smith 
to the amount and value of $250,000, subject 
only tothe payment of the trifling legacies 
and donations mentioned in said writing.’’ 

It is alleged the will was made by Mrs. 
Smith at the instance and under the influence 
of George Smith. Ofthe latter itis said ‘‘he 
is not legally entitled to bear the name of 
Smith, but is the son of one Connelley and his 
real name is George Connelley.’’ It is 
said his parents died when he 
was four years old leaving him 
destitute and dependent on charity 
for support. Mrs. Smith and her husband 
took him in, having no children of their own, 
but though they reared him in their home, it 
is alleged they never legally adopted him, He 
was educated by them, sent to Harvard and 
graduated there in the class of 1853. ‘‘*There- 
after said George returned to St. Louis’’ the 
petition says ‘‘and lived with said James 
Smith and Persis Smithin their home until 
the year 1856, when for gross misconduct on 
the part of said George, the said 
James Smith, intending to sever every tie 
and relation existing between himseif and 
Persis Smith on the one side and said George 
on the othersent him away from bis home, 
and the said George went tothe Territory of 
New Mexico, where, at or near Taos, he re- 
mained forthe periodof seven years. Dur- 
ing said period all intercourse between said 
George and said Jamesand Persis Smith was 
practically suspended, as if said George were 
a stranger to them. 

‘*After the breaking outof the civil war, 
to-wit, about the year 1863, the said George, 
bankrupt andin necessitous circumstances, 
returned to St. Louis, where he was per- 
mitted to take uphis residence with said 
James and Persis Smith, and continued to 
reside intheir home untilthe latter part of 
the year 1865 orthe early part of the year 
1866, when by reason of and account of the 
renewed gross misconduct of said George 
and by reason of the fact’ that 
he had become addicted to gambling 
and had speculated in gold, and had become 
indebted to various persons as a result of 
such acts, inasum exceeding $30,000, which 
he could not pay, and had become exceed- 
ingly intemperate in the use of alcoholic 
liquor, the said James Smith took upthe in- 
debtedness of said George to the amount of 
$25,000, leaving still unpaid other accounts, 
and then required said George to leave his 
home finally and forever. 

‘‘Thereupon said George induced said Per- 
sis Smith to purchase of him such personal 
property as he possessed, and with the pro- 
ceeds thereof he went to the city of New 
York or Brooklynand remained away from 
St. Louls as longas James Smith lived, and 
did not return until after his death, to-wit, 
on or about the 3d of December, 1880, as here- 
inafter set forth. * * * 

‘‘During said period of fifteen years of his 
absence from St. Louis, to-wit, from the year 
1865 to December, 1880, there was absolutely 
no communication between said George on 
one side and the said James and Persis Smith, 
either or both of them on the other.’’ 

It is set up that after the seperation of 1865 
James Smith conveyed his residence, 1615 
Olive street, to E. A. Filley,as trustee for Mrs. 
Smith, directing that should she die without 
heirs of her body the residence should be 
conveyed to the plaintif?. Prior to his death 
James Smith conveyed the balance of his es- 
tate to James Smith Garland in trust for Mrs. 
Smith. After her husband’s death Mrs.Smith 
demanded the estate of James 8. Garland 
freed from the trust and he complied, 
She subsequently made James 8. Garland and 
John T. Garland her @rustees. She was then 
past 60 years of age amd had no children, 

About this time it is charged George Smith 
entered into ‘‘secret correspondence’’ with 
Mrs. Smiththrough her niece, Persis Jane 
Garland, and was furnished with means to 


return to St. Louis, ‘‘where he arrived desti- . 


tute and bankrupt.’’ It is charged he in- 
duced Mrs. Smith to make him a gift of $24,000 
worth of stocks and bonds, that he assumed 
to be the head of the house, that he

CONFLAGRATIONS. 


Melt Before the Onset of 
the Flames. 


WO FIRES BREAK OUT SIMULTANE- 
OUSLY AT DIFFERENT POINTS. 


The Department Unable to Check Their 
Progress— High Winds Carry the Flames 
From Street to Street—Narrow Escape 
of Guests of the Vanderbilt and Candee 
Hotels—Engines Sent From Other Cities 
to Assist—Loss Over $1,000,000. 


SrRacusEe, N. Y., March 14.—At6 o'clock 
this morning fire was discoveredin Hier & 
Lighton’s cigar manufactory at 253 West 
Fayette street in the Hogan block. Itin- 
gstantly spread to thestore of M. P. Walsh, 
hardware, and Cahill Bros.’ bakery in the 
game block and the fierce winds made an aw- 
ful draft between the thick walls of the build- 
ing. Within ten minutes every floorand the 
whole front of the building presented a mass 
of fiames. At 6:30 the roof fell and 
shortly after the rear and _ front 
walls. The wind grew flercer and 
the efforts of the firemen were puny com- 
pared withthe greed of theflames. It was 
but a short space of time after the breaking- 
out of the flames in the cigar store before the 
old Daniel O’Keefe, United States Hotel, at 
the corner of East Fayette and Franklin 
streets, was being licked up. The boarders 
allescaped. The Hogan Block was six stories 
high, with Mansard front, built of stone, and 
one of the handsomest blocks in West Fay- 
ette street. The United States Hotel was but 
two stories in heightand builtof brick. It 
was one of the landmarks of the city. 
On the east side - of the Hogan 
Block was the three-story brick building 


- double front owned by John Holliday. The 


store next toCahill Bros. was unoccupied, 
butthe other store was used by Chryst & 
Sehi, wholesale and retail dealers in teas and 
coffees and spices. Justin Zubert occupied 
the next block to the Holliday building asa 
cigar manafactory. At10 a.m. for lack of 
water the building had caught fire and will 
undoubtedly be consumed. 
LEAPED ACROSS THE STREET. 

From the Hogan block the flames leaped 
across the street catching the Osgood V. 
Tracy block at the cornerof Franklin and 
Fayette streets. This building is three 
stories high and was soon destroyed. 
Simultaneously with the catching of the fire 
in the Tracy block it caught inthe blocks on 
the east, the Newel block coming next and 
then the Fay building adjoining the Newell 
block. The Fay building was of recent con- 
struction and a brown stone front. It was 
occupied by Byron D. Bramer,a dealer in 
harness and leather ware. These buildings 
and contents were totally destroyed. 

An old landmark of Syracuse was the brick 
residence of ex-Mayor Chas. Wilston. The 
Ayers block was occupied above the ground 
floor by the sleéping-rooms of the Seneca 
House, which adjoins it onthe north, facing 
Franklin. The Seneca House was a three- 
story brick, double front, and also a part of 
the Ayres property. It had fifty-one sleeping 
rooms, torty-six of which were occupied at 
the time of the fire. The boarders had plenty 
of time to get out with all of their effects. 

The ravages of the flames were stopped by 
the north wall between this block and the 
Mansion House. The upper floors of the 
Newell block were occupied as flats by five or 
six families. Little, if any, property was 
saved from these floors. The Fay & Golden 
Building, which was a brown stone front on 
the east of the Kauffman block, was occupied 
on the ground fioor by the Syracuse Harness 
Supply Co. and the Black Diamond Steel Co. 
The upper floors were occupied by Clark 
Rice’s job printing establishment and indi- 
vidual dwelling rooms. An alleyway stopped 
the progress of the flames atthis point. The 
United States Hotel, on the southeast corner 
of West Fayette and Franklin streets, was 
run by J. Vaeth. On the south side of this 
hotel the fire was stopped by the brick 
building owned by Chas. J. Cose. 

ON WASHINGTON STREET. 

While the fire was ragingon West Fayette 
street, dense black smoke was seen to curl up 
over the roof of the five-story brick and stone 
block, Nos. 224, 226and 228 East Washington 
street, owned by Christian Cooke and occu- 
pied by Ben Roscoe, wholesale confectionery 
and fruit dealers. It was then soon after 7:30 
o’clock and it was after 8 o’clock before an 
engine came insight, and by that time the 
entire upper floor of the _ three-story 
front building was on fire. It was 
occupied by the confectionery - manu- 
facturing department of Mr. Roscoe’s busi- 
ness. The wind carried the flames over the 
East Genesee street part of the Montgomery 
flats, and from the first it was evident that 
the whole coroner of Montgomery street was 
doomed. The streams of water that were 
finally poured on the fire seemed to have little 
effect onthe flames that shot fifty feet into 
the air. 

The fire crept east along the mansard roof 
of the Montgomery flats, and a falling chim- 
mey from the Cook Building fell and crashed 
through the roof of the Journal Building. 
Burning embers dropped into the Journal's 
composing-room and set iton fire. A stream 
of water stopped the fire for the time being, 
but only a short time elapsed before the 
fiames gained further headway, and the 
entire newspaper building and aboyt all 
the contents were consumed. There was 
great excitement, and thousands of people 
assembled at the scene. Many had lively 
timesin putting out sparks which ignited 
their clothing. Guests in the Vanderbilt 
House gathered their property together and 

repared to get out. Inthe meantime the 

milies who lived in the Montgomery were 
removing their valuables and household 
goods, many in their excitement throwing 
things qut of the upper story windows onto 
the heads of those who were on the side- 
walks. 

THE WORK OF RESCUE. 
Both ambulances were pressed into service 


in removing people who were ill and unable 


to leave their beds. In about. an hour the 
whole of the top floor of the part of the 
Montgomery, which was formerly the Yates 
block, was burning. Household goods 
which were placed on the sidewalk 
street, took fire from 
the flying embers. Much of this furniture 
was destroyed after being removed from the 
building. Asthe morning wore on the wind 
began to rise, and at 9:300’clock there wasa 

e which carried the flames half way down 
| Montgomery street side. The big struct- 
ure was left toits fate by the firemen, who 
turned their attention towards saving prop- 
erty on all sides of the block. The Ovurier 
Block and the Myers biock werein danger

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water at play uponthe building, and owing 
to the lack of sufficient pressure it rose bare- 
ly to the second story. <A second and a third 
stream were afterwards put on, but with 
equally uate effect. The frame of the 
building ourned almost like so much straw. 
When the flames extended to the Yates 
block, not even an attempt was made to 
check theirprogress,the firemen Concentrating 
their efforts upon the Roscoe building, which 
was now a mass of fire fromthe sidewalk to 
the roof. Finally two hes of hose were 
turned toward the Yates block, but the water 


was simply blownin sprays far down the; 


street. Ina few minutes the effort was aban- 
doned as useless and the firemen again turned 
their attention to the Roscoe building. - 


Fire Now Under Control. @ 


SYRACUSE, N. Y.,. March 14.—The first, or 
West Fayette fire, started in the Hogan Block 
at6a.m.andwas gotten under control at 9. 
On the south side it burned the Hogan Block,a 
stone building, five stories high, occupied by 
M. P. Walsh, hardware, and by several 
smaller tenants. It destroyed a three-story 
block next east owned by Thomas 
Hogan, the lawyer. Next came a 
three-story block occupied by Oahill, the 
baker, and Christ & Sohl, wholesale spices. 
This was destroyed, and at that point the fire 
stopped. 

In the meantime it had crossed the street 
and attacked the four-story brick block 
owned by W. D. Ayres, the lawyer. 
W. D. Bojan, saloon, occupied the cor- 
ner, and flats filled the rest of the 
block. The block was destroyed. It next 
assailed the two-story block to the 
east, occupied by Levi Soloman (cloth- 
ing) and John Potts (saloon). This 
went, as also did the four-story block 
next east, owned by Kauffman of Loos, 
Kauffman & Oo. and occupied by W. O. 
Tucker, furniture, and 8. K. Davis, a broker. 

About 10:30 the frein the Yates block and 
Montgomery flats was under control, but the 
buildings were a shapeless ruin. The 
Candee Hotel was saved by the 
active work ofthe firemen. The loss by this 
fire will reach $600,000, making a totalloss by 
both fires of at least $2,000,000, 


Panic in a Chicago Hotel. 


CHICAGO, Ill., March 14.—Panic reigned for 
a time in a portion of the Sherman House 
early this morning. Great tongues of fames, 
dense billows of smoke and showers of flam- 
ing cinders darted against the rear windows 
of the hotelin Couch place. So intense was 
the heat that panes of glass melted and crum- 
bled. 

The fire which so rudely disturbed the slum- 
bers of the hundreds of sleeping guests had 
its origin in the wholesale drug house of 
Humiston, Keeling & Co., at 143 and 148 Lake 
street. The drug firm occupied three of the 
five floors of the tall building. The fire was 
caused by an explosion on the second 
floor which fairly blew out the fron shutters 
and sent the flames with lightning rapidity to 
the roof and basement. The building was 
filled with explosive drugs, oils and chem- 
icals, and the blaze was one of the flercest 
the firemen have ever fought. 

The first intimation the guests ofthe Sher- 
man had came with a bright light which 
shone directly into the windows on Couch 
place, while the flames, leaping high, were 
reflected with even increased brilliancy from 
the abundant plate glass in the city and coun- 
try buildings and in the block facing the hotel 
on Clark street. Many of the myriads of 
burning embers, fell in the court, over the 
great glass skylight above the office, flying like 
afiery rain past the windows of the inside 
rooms. All the guests occupying rooms on 
the side of the hotel were soon aroused and 
moved out of their rooms to other quarters. 
The heat on the Couch place side of the Sher- 
man was so intense that astream of water 
had to be kept playing on it.

William H. Crawford Was Hanged at. 


Decatur, Ill. 


THE EXECUTION THE FIRST TO OCCUR IN 
MACON COUNTY. 


The Doomed Man Showed No Signs of 
Weakening on the Scaffold—The Body 
Oared for by the Dead Criminal’s Rela- 
tives—Story of the Murder Which Craw- 
ford Committed. 


DECATUR, Ill., March 14.—At 11:55 a. m. 
William H. Crawford was executed in the 
corridor of the Macon County Jail in the 
presence of 200 witnesses, for the murder of 
Mrs. Col. Mathias. It was the first hanging 
on record in Macon County § and 
naturally it excited widespread interest 
and comment. The condemned man was one 
of the most depraved criminals that ever 
stretched hemp. His last hours were taken 
up with senseless profanity. and threats 
against people against whom he had a 
grudge. He would not allow any preachers 
to attend him, and resented all words of 
pity. He slept soundly after 12 o’clock last 
night and ate a hearty breakfast this morn- 
ing. He permitted a barber to shave him 
and then prepared for his walk to the gal- 
lows. He was pinioned after the death war- 
rant was read to him by the Sheriffand then he 
was walked tothe gallows. Crawford walked 
up the steps without a break and took his 
place on the trap. He had nothing to say 
and Sheriff Herl pulled the _ lever 
at 11:55 o’clock, sending the mur- 
derer to his Maker, unrepentant 
and defiant. He was pronounced dead 
in fourteen minutes, the fall of five feet 
breaking his neck, Large numbers of visit- 
ing Sheriffs and county officials were wit- 
nesses of the execution, and those who had 
seen men hung before said that everything 
was conducted smoothly and in good order. 

The body will be buried in the country on 
Sunday. Crawford got funny at 10 0’clock. 
He caught a slight cold last night, and to one 
of the guards he said he feared he was going 
to havea long spell of lung fever. A great 
crowd blocked the streets all forenoon. 


CRAWFORD’S CRIME. 

W.H. Crawford was tried in the Circuit 
Court at Decatur, Ill., Jan. 26 for the murder 
of Mrs. Lina Mathias, wife of Col. Mathias. 
The deed was committed on the night of July 
25, 1890, at the edge of Decatur. The woman, 
who was the mother or three small children, 
and had been annoyed by the clandestine at- 
tentions of Crawford, was found deadina 
field, with her throat cut from earto ear. The 
murder was committed within two blocks 
and a half of the Mathias residence, after 8 
o’clock at night, but how the woman got to 
the fieid has always beena mystery. Sus- 
picion fastened upon Crawford. He was dis- 
covered atthe home of his sister, Mrs. Ben 
Merritt. nine miles out inthe country, and 
when he saw the officers coming fied and 
tried to cut his own throat withthe same 
razor he has twice confessed he used in kill- 
ingthewoman. Inhis written confession 
when he lay uponthe ground with the blood 
egg from his throat, he said he killed 

Irs. Mathias because he loved her. It is 
egg that he was drunk when he killed 

er. 

Judge Vail refused a new trial and sen- 
tenced Crawford to hang March l4. Then an 
effort was made to obtaina stay of execution, 
but Crawford refused to countenance the pro- 
ceedings. He could not be induced to leave 
his cell. Hecursedthe officersand lawyers 
and endedthe matter by bluntly stating that 
he was guilty and wantedto hang ‘‘without 
a change of date.’’ Then the court proceed- 
ings were stopped. Crawford was a na- 
tive of Missouri. He was born at 
Pleasant Hill in April, 1886, and was raised 
near Centraliaand Assumption, lll. He had 
been a laborer by occupation and had livedin 
Decatur about eight years. Fy father is W. 
H. Crawford, 8r., who is far advanced in 

ears and has been married fourtimes. Mrs. 

athias was a native of Rochester, Ind., 
where she was born in 1865. 

The execution of Crawford is the first legal 

hanging in the history of Warne County.

POST-OFFICE DEPARTMENT RECORDS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 13.—The records 
of the Post-office Department show that dur- 
ing the two years ofthe present administra- 
tion ending March 4, 1891, there were 2,724 ap- 
pointments made of presidential postmas- 
ters. Of this number 478 were made upon res- 
ignations, 965 were made upon the expira- 
tions of the commissions of the incumbents, 
778 were made upon removals, 74 were made 
to fill vacancies caused by seathand 459 
were made at offices which were 
raised from the fourth to the »pres- 
idential class during this two years’ 
term, making a total Of 2,754 changes. The 
whole number of presidential offices in oper- 
ation on March 4, 1891, was, however, 2,898, 
At 290 of these offices no changes have yet 
been made. Theapparent discrepancy which 
a comparison of these figures shows is ac- 
counted for by the fact that in some cases 
presidential offices where appointments had 
been made were afterwards relegated to the 
fourth-class; some failed of confirmation, 
necessitating two appointments, and in 
other offices two appointments have been 
made during the present administration on 
account of death.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 14.—The 
House jumped in this morning, and, taking 
up the Steering Committee’s calendar, did 
some work, Stone’s boulevard bill was 
called up by Parker of St. Louis and passed. 
There was no debate on it and no opposition 
to its passage. The bill is not the original 
bill Introduced by Senator Stone but is the 
committee substitute for it. It provides that

The House also passed the Baare Dill re-

property in such cities under and by virtue 
ofany special charter or general law, shall 
consist of one member to be _ elected 
in each ward of said’ cities as the 
same now are, or hereafter may be estab- 
lished, and the first election of such directors 
shall be held at such time as may be fixed for 
holding of the next general election by the 
rules of said boards. 

The Dalton bil? against blacklisting was 
passed. The bill ts tronclad and steel-ribbed. 
It makes biacklisting, either by employers.or 
trades unions, a felony, punishable by from 
two to five years in the Penitentiary. 

The ‘‘assessors’ stamp’’ bill was also 
passed. This bill provides that assessors shall 
stamp bonds and mortgages to show that the 
taxes thereon have been paid, and making 
them non-collectible unless they bear this 
stamp. The bill is an Alliance idea. 

Dr. Donelan’s bill establishing a State 
Board of Pharmacy was passed. 

A bill requiring incorporated companies, 
other than railroad and insurance compa- 
nies, to reportannually tothe Secretary of 
State was passed unanimously. Dalton’s 
bill requiring that the property. of corpora- 
tions be assessed inthe name of the corpo- 
ration instead of the name of the sharehold- 
holders, in the same manner as the property 
of private individuals is assessed 
was passed. The bill also provides that the 
Assessor shall furnish the State Auditor with 
a duplicate of the assessment lists to be laid 
before the State Board of Equalization. All 
these are House bills and have yet to pass the 
Senate. 

The House refused to pass Senator Burk’s 
bill creating the office of Circuit Attorney. 

ON THE CALENDAR. 

The ‘‘Steering’’ Committee, which now has 
the calendar in charge, is watched closely 
and members seem to be getting ready to 
make loud objections to its reports. The 
committee has prepared a list of fifty bills 
which it expects to have acted upon 
in order. Stone’s pool Dill, his 
boulevard bill and his jury com- 
missioner bill are all upon the list. The com- 
mittee claims that if.the House will go to 
work upon its calendar that it can dispose of 
bills at the rate of thirty a day, but the fight- 
ing to get up important bills not on the list 
will probably prevent any such rapid work. 

THE SCHOOL BOOK BILL. 

Before the Senate passed the school book 
bill it amended it 60 as not to apply to cities 
of over one hundred thousand inhabitants. 
The school boards and the teachers 
of st. Louis and Kansas City 
made a great effort to have 
the bill amended in this manner in the House, 


but the House refused, and Parker and a num 


ber of other St. Louis members will fight the 
Senate amendment when itagain comes be- 
fore the House. They claim that the school 
authorities do not represent the people and 
thatthe people of the cities as well as the 
people of the country are demanding the bill. 
On the other hand Senator Stone and other 
St. Louls members claim that St. Louls is now 
getting cheaper books than it would get 
under the provisions of the law. The Senate 
also amented the bill by providing for an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 to be used in case the 
Text Book Commission decides to print the 


books. 
STONE’S POOL BILL.

Other Legislatures. 

LITTLE Rook, Ark., March 14.—In the House 
yesterday the bill to give juries in murder 
cases discretionary powerasto whether the 
sentence should be death or life imprison- 
ment was defeated. Anact was passed pro- 
hibiting prize-fighting in the State. 
The trouble between Mr, Head of Little River 
County and Mr. Mitchell of Boone is not yet 
settled. Yesterday Mr. Head had a resolu- 
tion passed to investigate Mr.Mitchell’s mile- 
age accounts. 

The bill making express companies the 
dgents for sellers of O. D. pack- 
ages has been transmitted to 
the Governor for his approval. Great 
pressure is being brought to bear on the Gov- 
ernor to induce him to veto the bill. Should 
it become a law it would deprive Little Rock 
of a jug trade amounting annually to $300,000. 

The Committee on Ways and Means of the 
House reported an amendment to House bill 
providing for the continuation of the pay- 
ment ofthe public debt, making liquor li- 
censes payable in currency instead of scrip 
and a bill fixingthe amount to be paid for 
liquor license at $8,000. These changes in the 
law will increase the revenue ,of the State 
$200,000 annually. 

In the Senate the bill appropriating $70,000 
forthe Arkansas Industrial University was 
passed. The remainder of the session was 
taken up in discussing the proposition of in- 
creasing the levy of the State tax one 
mill to be used as a fund for the 
support of charitable institutions. 
State Auditor Dunlap denied this morning 
that he had madea mistake of $260,000in his 
estimates of the resources of the State for the 
coming two years. He says the statement to 
this effect was made by his deputy and with- 
out his knowledge or consent. 

KANSAS GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

TOPEKA, Kan., March 14.—The Assembly 
adjourned sine die yesterday. The Confer- 
ence Committee agreed on all the appropria- 
tion items that have been disputed 
excepting the $50,000 for a World’s Fair 
exhibit. This was rejected, as 
the House and Senate could not 
agree on the political complexion of the 
commissioners. 

Before the adjournment Speaker Elder said 
that the House had done as“much as possible 
to improve the condition of the 
people of the State, and wouid 
have done more, if it had not been 
for the opposition of the Republican Senate. 
He also referred tothe reduction in the ap- 
priations, and saidthe determination of the 
House had saved the people of the State 
nearly a million dollars. He charged that the 
Executive Department had run the business 
of the State in a careless manner. Elder’s 
speech wound up the session in the Alliance 
House,

A PRINTER’S ARREST. 


Wm. T. McIver to Be Taken to Kansas 
City to Answer to a Charge of Larceny. 


A deputy marshal from Kansas City arrived 
in St. Louis this morning with a svarrant for 
W. T. McIver, charging him with grand 
larceny. McIver, a compositor, was arrested 
about 3:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon by 
Detective ffney, who found him at his 
home, 153042 Olive street. He is now in the 
holdover at the Four Courts and will be taken 
to Kansas City to-night. McIver is non- 
plussed at his arrest and can in no way 
account for the criminal action. He says 
that about two years ago, after having 
fer five years conducted the Roodhouse (IIl.) 
Eye, he went to Kansas City and purchased a 
half interest ina job printing plant, owned 
by C. B. Handy and J. H. Koon, Handy re- 
maining in the partnership. Mciver paid 
Koon $250 in cash and $250 in notes. Soon 
after Handy disappeared and on 
the heels of his flight came a 
foreclosure of a mortgage which 
it seems Handy had placed on the office be- 
fore Mcliver purchased his interest. Koon 
advised McIver to let the office be sold on the 
mortgage, he to buy it in and turn it over to 
McIver, This was doneand MclIverat once 
sold the plant to J. B. Gray, aC. & A. con- 
ductor, who moved it to Roodhouse 
and employed McIver in the office. 
Gray saw that hecould make nothing inthe 
business and was released from his obligation 
by turning overthe plantto MclIver’s wife, 
her money having been used inthe original 
purchase. Mrs. Mciver mortgaged the prop- 
perty and let it go, being unable to meet 
the obligation. The couple then came to 
St. Louis. McIver insists that there was 
no mortgage whatever on the plant when he 
sold it to Gray, and claims that the only obli- 
gation against him isa civil debt of $250 due 
Koon. This would hardly stand in case 
Mcliver can prove that the property was 
mortgaged at the time ofthe sale. The pris- 
oner is confident that the case will fall 
through and Pee surprised that any such 
action should be taken after almost eighteen 
months. He will go back to Kansas City 
without making trouble and fight the case at 
that end.

‘SIX DEAD BODIES. 


Found in the Ruins of the Tennessee In- 
sane Asylum. 


THE LARGE STRUCTURE COMPLETELY 
DESTROYED BY FIRE.

All the Inmates Rescued Save Six—Tardy 
Aid Rendered by the Nashville Fire 


Department Scenes Witnessed 
menowiny of the Building— 
Casualty Heo 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 18.—This morning 
the beautiful Central Insane Asylum, situ- 
ated seven milles from thie city, is almosta 
mass of ruins. Beneath it are the charred 
remains of half a dozen of the unfortunate 
inmates; in the out-houses near by are 
huddled the poor demented creatures, who 
found an asylum in the grand old structure 
now laid low; and on the iawn the long, 
parched trees, denuded of branch and foll- 
age, stand, the spectral trunks with gaunt 
outstretched arms, marking the spot where 
stood the massive building, one of the most 
beautiful and attractive spots in lovely 
Middle Tennessee. 

At 11 o’clock last night Watchman McHugh 
discovered an ugly tongue of fame breaking 
through the roof in the rear part of the west 
or male wing of the building. How it caught 
none could divine, but it reached from the 
ground through the second and third stories 
and cut off the few rooms that were behind 
it. Ina moment the alarm was given and the 
400 inmates of the institution were thrown in- 
to wild commotion. Consternation was de- 
picted on each face as the gravity of the sit- 
uation burst upon them. There were twenty- 
eight men in the wing when the fire caught 
and twenty-two of them were quickly re- 
moved to the main hall, the other six being 
left to their fate behind the impassible wall 
of flame. 

The city was telephoned foraid, but Chief 

Carrel of the Fire Department could not be 
found, and his subordinates refused to move 
without orders. Finally, after two hours’ 
delay, the Chief was found, and he with two 
engines left for the scene of the disaster. in 
the meantime the west wing had collapsed, 
the fire had caught the main building and the 
inmates, made frantic by their danger, were 
beginning to break from the guard and scat- 
ter like affrighted animals over the surround- 
ing country. 

The Fire Department arrived on the scene 
at 2:15 o’clock, and in a few moments a 
stream of water was playing on the main 
building. Previously the inmates of the asy- 
lum, the servants and the guards, had ren- 
dered good service with buckets, and suc- 
ceefied in holding the fire in check to some 
extent. Had it not been for their valiant 
work the entire structure would have been in 
flames before the arrival ofthe Fire Depart- 
ment. 

THE DEATH ROLL. 

The unfortunate inmates who lost their 
lives were inthe west wing. They were all 
male and white and their names were: 

John Jones of Rutherford County. 

J. Burt Dexter of Wilson, 

Blue Preston of Cannon. 

John Kelly of Wayne. 

W. H. Beasley of Hickman. 

B. F. Hollowell of Davidson. 

The scene within the quadrangle in the rear 
of the Superintendent’s office was all glare 
and confusion at 1 o’clock when an Asso- 
ciated Press reporter arrived. The flames in 
the west wing were towering above the walls, 
and guards were hurrying hither and thither, 
A moment later the inner wall of the burning 
building fell in with an awful crash and 
clouds of sparks covered the entire asylum. 
In another instant a shower of cinders and 
charred fragments of wood fell upon the 
roofs of the remaining buildings and rattled 
upon the stone-paved court, 

In the hall connecting the east and west 
wings, and in the corridors of the east wing, 
the terrified unfortunates were huddled to- 
gether like sheep, men, women and bed- 
clothes being so intermingled that it was 
hard to distinguish between them. They did 
not seem to comprehend the awful situation, 
and most of them were undressed as they 
were when they were dragged from the rooms 
of the building already in ashes. 

Dr. Callender sat in his office with an ex- 
pression of despair on his features, and great 
beads of perspiration stood upon his brow. 
Crouching in the corners were 
the figures of inmates who,  per- 
haps, had a clearer appreciation 
of the pending danger than their companions 
and had stolen in, thinking themselves safe 
with the superintendent. By idnight 
nothing remained for the men who had fought 
so nobly to do but stand aside and await the 
coming of the engines from the city. It wasa 
heartrending sight tosee hundreds of men 
who had gathered from the country for miles 
around talking in groups or gazing helplessly 
on the work of destruction, while within the 
hall, only a few steps away, the wild eyes of 
a mass of miserable creatures glared about in 
the unearthly light, and the minds behind 
them were too weak to know that ina short 
while they might be out in the cold night wind 
with nothing but the sky for a covering. 

OUT OF BONDAGE. 

When one of the reporters was about a mile 
this side of the conflagration, on the way out, 
he met a couple of lunatics in shirt sleeves, 
trudging along the highway with their arms 
locked about each other’s necks. As they 
passed one of them cried out: ‘‘Fire, fire, 
cold, cold!’’ On his return the same pair 
was overtaken just within the corporation 
line. This time they were heard to say: ‘‘We 
are free, we are free, but don’t you tell, don’t 
you tell,’’ and turning around hesaw that 
their arms were still locked about each other’s 
necks. Hiding in the shrubbery immediately 
around the asylum were many who had es- 
caped when the sudden exodus was made 
from the west wing. Mostof them were but 
partially dressed, but almost without excep- 
tion their faces were covered with smiles, as 
if the downfall of their refu a source of 
pleasure to them and the biting winda thing 
unfelt. 

At 8:15the inmates who had been huddled 
for several hours in the yard infront of the 
main building were returned to the east 
wing. About twenty-five had escaped, the 
majority of wom were harmless. 

At this moment the east wing had become 
entirely demolished and about one-half of 
the main building. The dangerous lunatics 
were kept lockedallthe time in the east 
wing and none of them were subjected to ex- 
posure or danger during the progress of the

A TRUCE PROCLAIMED. 


Temporary Peace Established in the Jack- 
sonville-Alton Rate Troubles. 


Pending the admission of the Jacksonville 
Southeastern road into the Western Pas- 
senger Association a truce has been pro- 
claimed until next Thursday in the passenger 
rate war. In accordance with the under- 
standing arrived at the Jacksonville South- 
eastern agrees to take all its irregular tickets 
off the market on or before March 26, on 
which date the road becomes a member 
of the Western Passenger Association, Onor 
before next Monday the Jacksonville South- 
eastern officials are to furnish Chairman Fin 
lay of the Western Association with a com- 
plete statement of tickets of every character 
calculated to disturb rates that were out- 
standing March 12, and on March 26 rates are 
to be restored to what they were before the 
present trouble commenced. The Chicago & 
Alton agrees, in accordance with these prom- 
ises, toletits application for the adoption 
by the association of a 2-cent rate 
in 1,000-mile tickets remain unanswered until 
March 2%. Ifthe Chicago & Alton is satisfied 
from the proof the Jacksonville Southeastern 
road presents that all the irregular tickets of 
the latter road have been taken up the Alton 
is willing that rates should be restored, but 
retains the privilege of cutting rates in case 
the proof is not entirely satisfactory to it, 
and also retains the right to call for an im- 
mediate decision on its application for 
a 2-cent rate on 1,000-mile tickets 
at any time it deems the 
Jacksonville guilty of any violation of the 
agreement.

Object to Paying the City for Privilege of 
Selling Real Estate. 


Attorneys Stone and Slevin appeared in the 
First District Police Court yestesday and 
filed a motion to quash the information in the 
case against Jos. C. Darst and J. J. Milten- 
burger. The defendants are charged with 
conducting a real estate office at 520 Olive 
street and refusing to pay license. 

Section 1,452 ofthecity ordinances defines 
a real estate agency as ‘‘Every person or 
firm composed ofone or more persons, who 
shall act as agent forany party inthe leas- 
ing, renting or selling of houses or real estate 
at private or public sale, or who 
shall receive or collect rents for another fora 
commission or other compensation, or who 
shall advertise or hang out any sign or device 
which shall designate him as an agent for 
the renting, collecting rents, leasing 
or selling of houses or real estate.’’ 
Sec. 1454 says: **Every person or 
firm composed of one or more persons 
engaged in the business defined in the fore- 
going section shall pay an annual license of 
$100, which shall be payable before any such 
persons or firm shall be permitted to transact 
any business, andifsuch person or persons 
fail to pay such license then he or 
they shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined not less than $100 nor more than 
$200.’°’ 


Stone and Slevin now propose to attack the 


validity of the ordinances. They insist 
that the ordinances are unconstitu- 
tional and propose to fight the case of 
Darst & Miltenburger on that issue. The 
outcome of the affair will be watched with 
considerable interest in business circles from 
the fact that most of the other real estate 
agents have paid the license without com- 
plaint and may demand restitution at the 
hands of Collector Ziegenhein in case the 
ordinance is declared invalid. City Attorney 
Butler declares that he has no doubt that the 
section will be upheld. Thecase is now set 
for hearing on the 24th inst. 


The Langevin Millions.

Boston, Mass., March 14.~Ex-Senator In- 
galls of Kansas when asked yesterday who 
would be the opposing candidates in 1892, re- 
plied: .‘‘Cleveland will be the next nominee 
of the Democratic party, no matter. what 
views he may express on the tariff, the silver 
or other questions.

The gravity of the situation is 
not fully apprehended or appreciated in the 
East. ,Thereisa growing feeling of resent- 
ment among Western farmers at the injustice 
of society, the unequal distribution of wealth, 
benefits and burdens. They are intelligent 
and patriotic, neither Nihilists nor Anarch- 
ists, and have been studying the problem for 
many years with the desire to reach some so- 
lution of the difficulties which exist. They 
regard the Republican party as being 
responsible so far asit has obeyed in legis- 
lation the dictation of the Eastern leaders, 
manufacturers and capitalists, and they 
have beheld no disposition on the part of the 
latterto make the slightest concessions to 
their interests, but on the contrary an in- 
variable demand for a pound of flesh. West- 
ern people believe that a safe and abundant 
circulation is necessary to activity in busi- 
ness, and that scarcity of money is occa- 
sioned by stagnation and low prices, but thé 
flator irredeemable paper money idea has 
few adherents.’’

RENEWED ACTIVITY OF THE M’CARTHY- 


ITE FACTION, 


Count Von Waldersee’s Visit to Prince 
Bismarck—Austria and Bohemia—Pre- 
paring to Meet Osman Digna—The 
Steamer Servia Safe—-A Fraudulent 
Colonization Scheme—Foreign News. 


Lonpox, March 14.—Timothy Healy has 
been very busy the past day or two using 
every weapon he could get against Parnell 
by calling at newspaper offices and in other 
ways disseminating statements affecting Par- 
néll’s character. Healy and other McCarthy- 
ites are apprehensive of the result of Par- 
nell’s appeal tothe Irish in America, from 
which country the Irish leader has already 
received substantial contributions since the 
division of the party. The feeling here is 
that everything depends on Parnell’s Amert- 
can mission and that, if disappointed there, 
he will be driven to surrender for lack of sup- 
plies. Prominent Catholic prelates in 
America have been asked touse their in- 
fluence against them. The Parnellites, on 
the other hand, have no doubt of the success 
of their mission. 

The sudden death of Peter MacDonald, 
member of North Sligo, leaves a vacancy 
over which there will bea sharp contest be- 
tween the Parnellites and their opponents. 
The district is overwhelmingly Nationalist, 
there beingVvirtually no Conservative vote, 
and there is, therefore, a free field for the 
trial of strength. Mr. Parnell, who has losta 
devoted supporter in MacDonald, will lose 
mo time in naming a candidate. 

LONDON PRESS COMMENT. 

Lowpow, March 14.—The Post thinks it will 
require deeds rather thah words to open the 
purse of American house-maidsto Parnell. 
When heis shown to be still dictator of elec- 
toral Ireland he may succeedin getting 
money .from Irish-Americans, but for the 
purpose of faction fighting his delegates are 
not likely to secure much assistance.

LONDON, March 14.—A Hamburg correspon- 
dent telegraphs that no significance is at- 
tached there to the visit of Count Waldersee 
to Prince Bismarck. The Count and Prince, 
while not close friends, had been associated 
inthe service of Prussia and Germany for 
many years, and it was almost a requisite act 
of courtesy on the part of the Count, being 
stationed at Altoona, to visit the ex-Chan- 
cellor at Frederichsruhe. That he may have 
conveyed a message from the Kaiser is possi- 
ble, but nothing is known of the fact if he 
did. Itis reported that Prince Bismarck has 
addressed a letter toa prominent official near 
the Emperor expressing loyal and cordial 
wishes for the welfare of the Kaiser and his 
success asa ruler ofthe German people. In 
this letter the Prince also pointed out the 
necessity ofthe nobility giving a good ex- 
ample in private as well as public life, and 
thereby depriving the Socialists and agitators 
generally of their most potent weapon for 
arousing prejudice against the Government. 
It is believed that Prince Bismarck meant to 
allude to certain scandals that have not been 
confined tothe nobility alone, but have also 
involved the reputation of near relatives of 
the Emperor.

A Disabled Steamer. 


LONDON, March 14.—The steamship Servia, 
Hamburg-American Line, from New York, 
Feb. 26, for Hamburg, was reported yester- 
day in a disabled condition and is still in the 
channel, though nothing is known about her 
exact condition. The chief officer landed 
with much difficulty at Plymouth, and in his 
report he states that the low pressure con- 
densing engine valve was found to be broken 
when the Servia was off Prowler Point negr 
Start Point, the southernmost point of 
Devonshire. Asoutheast wind was blowing 
and a heavy searunning. The Servia drifted 
down the channel during dreadful weather 
andat last her signals of distress were an- 
swered by the Acme, a small steamer from 
London, but she was too small to tow the Ser- 
via in that gale. The chief officer of the 
Servia was then put on board a pilot boat that 
was floundering about looking fora steamer, 
and after two days of terrible weather he 
finally reached London. 

SAFE AT PLYMOUTH. 

PLYMOUTH, March 14.—The Hamburg Ameri- 
can line steamer Suevia,.concerning whose 
whereabouts considerable anxiety was felt 
since she was reported on Thursday ina dis- 
abled condition sixty miles off the Lizard, ar- 
rived here safely at 7:40 o’clock this morning, 
The Suevia left New York Feb. 2 for Ham- 
burg. 


Austria and Bohemia. 


LonpDoN, March 14.—A Vienna dispatch says 
that Count Taafe is seriously urging the 
Emperor to make peace with the young 
Ozechs by consenting to be crowned King of 
Bohemia, and otherwise yielding to their de- 
mands so far ascompatible with the dignity 
of the Empire. The young Ozechs are highly 
elated over their triumph, and have assumed 
an independent and insolent attitude toward 
the Germans. They refuse to converse with 
officials in the German language and sing 
patriotic songs in the streets of Prague. Itis 
believed in Vienna that Russian agents are at 
work stirring up the Slavic sentiment among 
the people, and endeavoring to detach them 
from their alleg iance to Austria. 


The Behring Sea. - 


CHICAGO, March 14.—A special dispatch 
from Ottawa,Ontario, says: Sir John Thomp- 
son, in speaking with regardto the Behring 
Sea question, said that only one difficulty ex- 
isted between Lord Salisbury and Secretary 
Blaine. It practically amounted only to a 
difference of opinion respecting the form of 
submission of the case to arbitration. Lord 
Salisbury, in his opinion, was desirous that 
the form of submission should be of a char- 
acter soas nottogiveany unfair advantage 
of the outsetto either party. Sir John ex- 
pressed satisfaction that under these circum- 
stance Englishmen and Americans alike will 
agree in believing that the difference of mere 
words was not likely tostandin the way of 
effecting settlement by arbitration. 


Must Suffer Death. 


COPENHAGEN, March i4,.—Phillipsen, the 
soap manufacturer, who was arrested early 
in April, 1890, for the participation in in- 
surance frauds and who confessed on April 12 
ofthe same year that he had strangled a 
clerk, named Meyer, who had been missing 
since Jan. 7, 1890, and sent his body to New 
York in a ime cask, has been condemned to 
suffer the death penalty for his crime. 

Meyer’s body, it will be remembered, was 
shipped back from New York to Copenhagen, 
where it arrived on May 14. The relatives of 
the victim recognized a ring found on the 
body as having belonged to Meyer.

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DIED IN HIS ROOM. 


TO END HIS TROUBLES A TRAVELING 
SALESMAN TAKES HIS LIFE. 


Found in His Lodging House With His 
Throat GCut—The Story of a Fruitless 
Search for a Legacy—Pathetic Letters 
From His Wife. 


NEw York, March 14.—Edward Monks, a 
traveling salesman for F. J. Kaldenberg & 
Co., pipe manufacturers, was found dead 
with his throat cut from ear toear in a 
Bowery lodging-house yesterday morning. 
When he was found he was sitting on the 
fioor with his head resting on the edge of the 
bed. Beside him on the floor laya pearl- 
handled pen knifeopen and red with blood. 
Blood Marks on the wall opposite the bed 
where he sat and his wounds told 
how he had tried again and again to 
kill himself. Standing beside the bed he had 
stabbed himself at least a dozen times to the 
full length of the knife blade in the neck, just 
below the Adam’s apple. Finally sinking 
down, weak but not dying. he drew the blade 
clear across his throat, nearly from ear to 
ear, just under hischin. He bled slowly to 
death. His pockets were full of papers and 
letters. One was writtenin December, 1890, 
and addressed to Mr. Browning of Sydney, 
New South Wales, Australia, and sent to 
reach himat Washington, D. ©. it came 
back Loy te ‘*not found.’’ It reads: 

Dear. 81R—I have seen an extract from the Wash- 
ington Post giving ah account of your search for the 
heirs of John Cunnin —. who died in Australia 
leaving an amountof $1,500,000, and as I believe it 
interests me equally with Mr. A. P. Cunningham, I 
take the liberty of writing you in hopes that yon have 
no further interest than to see justice done.

That they had been in affluent circumstances 
was evident, both from what he said and 
from the character of the letters. 
*‘Everything is gone,’’ the wife said, ‘‘and 
we have borrowed money even upon the little 
furniture which we have left.’’ 

She acknowledged the receipt of small sums 
from her husband, in all about $60 in three 
months and begs for more. 
‘*] am worn out with trouble and care,’’ 
she writes, and have no means of feeding my 
children. -We can get nothing to do in Dub- 
lin. I do not know, in God’s name, 
what is to become of us. You are 
deceiving me and deluding yourself 
and you are trying todelude me that it was 
formy sake that you leftus. Do you ever 
consider what it meansto leave your daugh- 
ters to grow up as theyare?

coal that contains too large a percentage of 
bitumen is improved in quality and loses 
much of its supervolatile character. I can 
tell by looking at the smoke from a chimney 
from what district the coal used is drawn.’’

LOWER LEVEL WORKINGS. 


Why Some Mines Have Oeased to Pay 
Dividends. 


‘*Few people appreciate the immense cost 
that is sometimes entailed upon mine owners 
by the necessity of renewing timbering,’’ 
said Benjamin Oswald,a mine manager of 
Virginia City, Nev., who is at the Lindell. 
‘*In mines that are near the surface this does 
not amount toso much, but with those that 
have attained any considerable depth the 
cost of retimbering after the levéls have been 
opened forsome timeis a most important 
item. In Nevada the expense is enormous, 
because we have to import the timbers 
from great distances, as none of the 
wood grown in the State is heavy and firm 
enough of fiber toendure the pressure brought 
to bear uponit. Ihaveseen heavy pine and 
hemlock logs from eight to ten inches in 
thickness and six feet long crushed down un- 
til they were scarcely four feet long, and at 
the top they measured nearly eighteen inches 
across. Atdepths below 1,000 feet only the 
toughest oak timbers can be used, and these 
last only afew months. Brick piers have 
been tried in the California, but with poor 
success,as the superincumbentweight crushes 
the brick and destroys the piers, while with 
timber there is ample warning given before 
a cave can occur. In fact there is 
seldom any danger of an actual cave, but the 
hanging wall settles down gradually without 
any break that amounts to much. In the 
lower levels of the Consolidated Virginia, 
which are 3,000 feet below the surface, the 
expense of retimbering is enormous, as it has 
to be done about once in six weeks. The 
gangs are always at work. The expense of 
operating mines at great depths is tremen- 
dous, and it is to this and not to any deterio- 
ration in the amount or value of ore that the 
decline in mining on the Comstock lode is to 
be ascribed. In the lower levels 
of the Consolidated Virginia the 
mines can only work one-fourth 
of the time, and never longer than fifteen 
minutes at ashift. These ‘‘8,000-foot men,’’ 
as they are called, receive triple pay, and 
there are four shifts of them always at work. 
The heat in the levels is intense, rising to 110 
and 115 deg. in spite ofa most elaborate 
system of fans and ventilating apparatus. 
Men can only stand it fifteen minutes ata 
time, when they retire, and a fresh shift 
takes their place. The men who have stopped 
work go into a great chamber hollowed out in 
the rock, which is Kept cool by the evapora- 
tien of ammonia, and they remain there for 
three-quarters of an hour, when they take 
their places for another fifteen-minute shift. 
Even under these conditions men do not last 
long, but have to go toupper levels if they 
do not wish to die at their work.’’

The convention was called to order by 
Chairman George Bain of the Republican 
City Committee at 10:20 o’clock.

Carlisle Replies to Important Queries, 


Recorder of Voters Carlisle has replied to 
the three questions submitted to him a few 
days ago by Maj. Chas. Chas. E.. Pearce, 
These questions were as follows: 

First—Taking it for granted that one of the

is concerned? 

Replying to the first Mr. Carlisle says the 
name shall appear twice, or as the person is 
nominated, as was the case last November 
when the names of A. ©. Clover, Judge 
Woerner and others appeared under two 
groupings on the official ballot. 

Tothe second Mr. Carlisle says the ballot 
will be duly counted, To the third he says 
the judges will be instructed to caution the 
voters to prepare their ballots properly, but 
if through an oversight a voter lets the same 
name stay in two places onthe ticket his in- 
tention will be considered and the ballot 
counted as one.

When the poll 
closed the cro numbering more than one 
hundred stood outside of the room where the 
judges were counting the votes waiting the 
announcement. Occasionally a shout would 
go up for Diekmann and once or twice 
the paid Gitchell workers tried to 
answer it with a cheer for their employer, 
but no enthusiasm could be aroused for that 
candidate. The count showed that there 
were 234 votes polled, of which Diekmann re- 
ceived 151 and Gitchell 83. If all the Repub- 
lican voters who wanted to could have got in 
their ballots Diekmann would have received 
over four hundred.

nue. 

Lyman B. Ripley is a member of the firm of 
Ripley & Bronson, iron merehants, of North 
Main street. Mr. Ripley is a resident of the 
Twenty-eight Ward, having a residence at 
8884 Delmar avenue. 

William Hammerstein is a teller in the 

National Bank of Commerce and resides at 
1901 South Comptonavenue. He was a mem- 
ber ofthe House of Delegates from 1885 to 
1887. 
- The hall was dismally cold and delegates 
were compelled to keep their overcoats on for 
protection agamst the decidedly chilling air. 
The delegates began arriving long before 10 
o’clock, and waited for the opening of the 
proceedings in the saloon down stairs.

City Register Wherry looked in to see that 
the City Hall government was represented 
and Chief Deputy Collector Murzburger at- 
tended to hold up the Zeigenheim end of the 
party. 

Councilman Comfort was one of the earliest 
in the hall and he made ita point to button- 
hole every delegation as it entered the hall. 
He wanted a place on the Council ticket and 
he was desirous that everybody should know 
it. 

CALLED TO ORDER. 

The convention was called to order by 
Chairman George Bain of the Republican 
City Committee at 10:20 o’clock. The call for 
the convention was read by C. F. G. Rohlfing, 
who was selected as temporary secretary. 
At the conclusion of the reading Chair- 
man Bain announced that it was his 
pleasant duty to announce thatthe City 
Committee had decided upon Maj. Chas. E. 
Pearce for temporary chairman. Maj. 
Pearce was escorted to the platform and in- 
troduced by Mr. Bain as a ‘‘stalwart Republi- 
can.’’ There was no particular demand fora 
speech from the convention, but the tempo- 
rary chairman felt that the occasion de- 
manded one and he staried in with his ad- 
dress at one. He referred to the 
past record of the Republican party 
and eulogized the record made by the major- 
ity ofthe Fifty-first Congress, particularly 
that of Speaker Reed.

RESULT OF THE BALLOT. 

The announcement was made that the 
six candidates receiving the largest 
number in excess of a majority 
would be the nominees of the convention.

Comfort seemed to 
lead from the start, showing that his 
canvass in the early part of the day 
was very effective.

*‘*Independent Municipal Ticket,’’ is nomi- 
nated by either the Democratic or Republican 
Convention, will his name be printed twice 
upon the ballot in the respective grouping of 
parties or not? 

Second—If a candidate’s name appear 
twice on the ballot and the voter should cross 
out the name on the Independent ticket only, 
would the ballot still be counted asa vote in 
view of section 4,781 of the Revised Statutes? 

Third—If the name appear twice on the bal- 
lot under different party groupings andthe 
voter does not cross out from either, will the 
ballot be counted as one vote for the candi- 
date or will it be rejected as a fraudulent bal- 
lot, either entirely or so far as the candidate 
is concerned? 

Replying to the first Mr. Carlisle says the 
name shall appear twice, or as the person is 
nominated, as was the case last November 
when the names of A. C. Clover, Judge 
Woerner and others appeared under two 
groupings on the official ballot, 

To the second Mr. Carlisle says the ballot 
will be duly counted, To the third he says 
the judges will be instructed to caution the 
voters to prepare their ballots properly, but 
if through an oversight a voter lets the same 
name stay in two places onthe ticket his in- 
tention will be considered and the Dallot 
counted as one. 


The Republican Primaries. 


The Republican primary election yesterday 
afternoon passed off quietly in most of the 
wards, for the reason that there were not as 
many contests as there are usually at Re- 
publican primaries.

WITH THE DEADLY DISEASE: 


An Emergency Patient Taken to the City 
Hospital and From There the Pest 


Spreads—No Danger of an Epidemico— _ 


Six Cases Reported Thus Far. 


The Health Department is consuming bat- 
rels of sulphur and other disinfectants in its 
effort to kill out all traces and germs of 
small- pox in two localities inthe city. Un- 


fortunately one of the places where it has ~ ~~ 


worked most harmisin the City Hospital. 
Its introduction was an unfortunate accident | 
which could scarcely have been avoided, — 
nevertheless the results have been very seri- 
ous,and already three men have been sent 
from the hospital to the quarantine with un- 
mistakable cases of small-pox. 

The first case was discovered about three 
weeks ago ina miserable lodging-house on 
the levee, No. 409 North Levee, a place where 
all the poor and bedraggied roustabouts 
and tramps who could raise a dime would 
slip in and spend the night, and then drift off 
againin search of work and money. The 
first man afflicted was named Campbell, a 
man who haa drifted into the city looking for 


HE WAS ONLY SICK. 

He was ignorant, and accustomed to sick- 
ness and hardships, and when the disease 
broke out on him he had not the slightest 
idea of what. it was or where it 
came from. Like all of his class, 
was simply sick and nothing more. It grew 
worse and worse with him until it was re- 
ported to the Health Department by a doctor 
who hadat last been called in that there 
was @ case Of small pox at 409 North Levee. 
No time was lost by the department in at- 
tending to the casé but it was too late, the 
man was already doomed. He was too sick 
to stand the long wagon ride to 
so he was taken to an §$ tsolated 
ward at the Oity Hospital where 
very shortly he died. The usual fumigations 
were made and the customary precautions 
taken and for nearly two weeks all went well.

THE EPWORTH LEAGUE. 


The National Board of Gontrol to Meet in 
St. Louis May 15. 


The National Board of Control of the Ep- 
worth League will hold its annual session in 
this city on May 15 next. The Board of Con- 
trol consists of delegates to the number of 
two from each of the fourteen districts of the 

‘Methodist Episcopal Church. There are two 
other branches of the League, one of which is 
-connected with the Southern branch of 
the church and the other. ts now 
in connection with the Canadian 
Methodist Episcopal Church. The bishops 
of the church have the power to appoint five 
‘delegates at large. The Sunday-school Union 
and Tract Society of the church appoint five 
delegate at large, each also, making a total 
altogether of forty-three. This body will map 
out the policy ofthe league for the coming 
year, elect officers and an executive board. 

The headquarters of the society are located 
in New York City, where mostof the di- 
rectors of the movement reside. The last 
meeting of the Board of Control was held in 
Chicago. The convention will] meet} in the 
Union Methodist Episcopal Church at Gar- 

‘rison and Lucas avenues, andthe local Ar- 
rangement Committee will havean enter- 
taining programme ready for the visiting 
delegates and their friends, and members of 
the society who are expected to attend. the 
session to the number of several hundred. 
Although this branch of the League has noth- 
ing whatever todowith the Southern and 
Canadian branches, itis expected that some 
arrangement will be made so that the three 
organizations can work together as they all 
have the same objectin view—that of 
strengthening the church in a missionary 
way. 

The local meeting to make preparations for 
the session was held at the Union Methodist 
Episcopal Church Thursday evening and was 
attended by over 1,000 persons, mostly mem- 
bers of the seventeen St. Louis branches of 
the league. The Arrangement and Enter- 
tainment Committee reports were read and 
addresses by Rev. Drs. Caradine and Masden 
made up the programme. Both gentlemen 
talked on the objects of and benefits result- 
ing from the league and the good work it had 
done for the church during its existence, A 
large number of members of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, were in attendance 
and heartily approve of Dr. Caradine’s ef- 
forts to make the national session a success. 

The meeting of the National Board of Con- 
trolin St. Louis is a very important matter, 
especially to those interested in the success 
of the league in St. Louis. The session will 
give the local branches a boom, both in spirit 
and membership.

THE POPE’S ENCYCLICAL. 


Position of the Catholic Church on Social 
and Economic Questions. 


NEW YorK, March 14.—A morning paper 
publishes what is claimed to bea resume of 
the coming encyclical issued by Pope Leo 
XIII., in which it is stated that he will state 
the position of the Catholic Church upon the 
great social and economical questions now at 
fssue. The following interesting statements 
are made: j 

‘*‘To no former dissertation on Catholic 
faith, theology or ethical morals has the 
present venerable occupant of St. Peter’s 
chair devoted so earnestly and fervently all 
his vast and varied erudition, and for no 
other has he sought so much the advice and 
counsel of so many of his vast array of bril- 
liant and learned prelates throughout the 
whole Catholic world, as he has in 
the preparation of _§ this encyclical, 
and to no _ section or community 
of the Catholic world will this decree of Pope 
Leo be so pertinent as tothe great archiepis- 
copal diocese over which the Most Rt. Rev. 
Archbishop Corrigan has jurisdiction. Pre- 
pared ina measure to grasp with the vital 
questions which for some time have been 
disturbing the harmony of the diocese of New 
York, impregnated with the ideas and senti- 
ments of at least two of the most liberal and 
most intellectuai Catholic prelates in Ameri- 
ca, the encyclical, it is believed, will not only 
clear away all doubts and misapprebensions 
which have existed in this diocese since 1886-7, 
but may serve as an entering wedge for the 
revocation of the papal decrees of excom- 
munication which were pronounced against 
Edward McGlynn in 1887.’’

ASSOCIATION’S PROSPECTS. 


Kilrain Defeats Godfrey Aftera Long Bat- 
tle—Pritchard Challenges Fitzsimmons 
~Interesting Gossip About Horses — 
Racing, Pugilism and Sp orting News. 


President Von der Ahe of the St. Louis Base 
Ball Club returned this morning from Cin- 
cinnati where he had been attending the 
meeting of the American Association. He 
seemed in the very best of spirits, despite the 
recent sell out of Al Johnson to the National 
League. | 

**We are going right ahead in Cincinnati,’’ 
Mr. Von der Ahe remarked, ‘‘and will havea 
team there. The sale of the Cincinnati Club 
by Al Johnson tothe League was something 
ofa surprise to the Association people who 
had a better opinion of the Cleveland man, 
but it has by no means discouraged us. We 
have incorporated the’ Red Stocking Club of 
Cincinnati for $25,000, but our. capital will 
really be $50,000, as the laws of Ohio hold 
corporations responsible for twice the amount 
of their capitai stock, so we only incorporated 
for $25,000. Alltalk ofour going to drop Cin- 
cinnati and take in some other. city Is 
bosh. We will have a club in Cincinnati 
and have already secured grounds there, 
They are located in the east end of Cincin- 
nati, the old section ofthecity. Itisanen- 
tirely new location for a base ball park, but 
it is convenient, and we. have a piece of 
ground there—686 feet by 480 feet. It can be 
reached by the Little Miami Ralilroad in 
§ minutes, by the new electric road in 17 min- 
utes and by the horse cars in 35 minutes. The 
Coney Island boats will also haul passengers 
to the park.

Cin- 
cinnati is a red-hot Association town and not 
one manin tenover there has anything to 
say infavor of the League. They all want 
an Association team,’’ 

_ THE RING. 

Jake Kilrain of Baltimore and George God- 
frey, the colored heavyweight of Boston, met 
before the California Athletic Club last night 
for a trophy of $5,000 and, as was predicted in 
this paper last evening, the former won. He 
while Godfrey only 
weighed 174 pounds. Betting was in favor of 
the white man at odds of $100 to $75 and 
$100 to $60. Muldoon and Jim Hall were 
Kilrain’s seconds, while Frank and Jack 
Steele were in Godfrey’s corner. Ernest 
Roeber, the wrestler, officiated as bottle- 
holder for Kilrain and Peter Jackson for God- 
frey. The fight lasted forty-four rounds, 
though from the sixteenth roundon Kilrain 
had things pretty much his own way. During 
the first fifteen rounds, however, he was very 
cautious and permitted Godfrey to force the 
fighting. The Baltimorean was evidently 
lacking in confidence because of his defeat 
by Sullivan and his being bested 
ina limited round set-to by Jim Corbett. 
Once he became assured that his opponent 
was inferior to himself, Kilrain appeared to 
regain confidence and from thattime on did 
most of the fighting though he still showed 
temerity, and lost two or three opportunities 
to finish his man earlier than he did because 
he seemed afraid to goin and punch his man. 
Godfrey, whose gameness has been ques- 
tioned, took his punishment with great 
fortitude and came up smiling every 
round long after he had lost 
all chance of winning, unless he should man- 
ageto land an accidental knock-out blow, 
His gameness and persistency angered Kil- 
rain, who resorted tounfair tactics, such as 
getting his arm around the negro’s head 
and punching him. He even clinched and 
threw Godfrey and struck him several times 
while the plucky black Jay prostrate. These 
fouls should have given Godfrey the fight, 
but before the California Athletic Club 
battles are seldom awarded on “fouls, 
the men being warned and forced to 
fight out the contest on its merits. Although 
defated, Godfrey displayed more manhood 
and pluck in the set-to: last night than his 
vanquisher. The negro retained his good 
humor throughout and smiled under all his 
punishment. He fought on until finally 
knocked out in the forty-fourth round. Kil- 
rain’s victory will cause his stock, which has 
depreciated considerably of late, to go up 
somewhat, although it by no means entitles 
him to take rank with men like Sullivan or 
Slavin. It merely entitles him 
to rank as a good second- 
rate heavy weight, and places 
him inthe first. position among such men. 
Sullivan and Slavin can certianly whip him 
with ease, the former having already demon- 
strated this so far as he’s individually con- 
cerned, and although Corbett only fougtit 
him a few rounds, there is little doubt about 
the Californian’s ability to defeat Kilrain ina 
finish fight. Jackson and Goddard should 
also be able to down the Baltimorean, though 

might be pitted against the last named to 
prove just how good a man the Australian 
really is. A fight between Kilrain and the 
loser of the Jackson-Corbett fight would be 
of interest, but the Baltimore pugilist is not 
good enoughto fight for the championship 
ofthe world. He can without doubt, how. 
ever, defeated Joe McAuliffe, Joe Lannon, 
Jack Ashton, Cardiff, Killein and all the 
other American heavy-weights. 

The fight last night opened with a few 
light exchanges of blows and clinches in the 
first round. Neither mandid much in the 
first four rounds, Kilrain fighting rather shy. 
In the fifth round Kilrain twice got 
Godfrey’s head under his arm. 
He unfairly struck him while 
he held him in this position the first time 
and would have done so again but forthe 
cries of the spectators. The negro was much 
the cooler of the two and displayed better hu- 
mor. The fight dragged rather wearily along 
until the tenth and eleventh rounds, when 
there were some hot exchanges, Kilrain be- 
ing somewhat dazed by the punishment he 
received in the latter round. He was on the 
defensive nearly all the time, forcing God- 
frey to do nearly all the fight- 
ing. Little was done in the next 
two rounds, but the fourteenth 
Kilrain landed some telling blows on his op- 
ponent’s jaw, staggering Godfrey once. The 
colored man did some wild rushing in the 
fifteenth round, Kilrain, who had warmed up 
to his work, cleverly eluding him and doing 
some telling upper-cutting. 

It was in the sixteenth round, however,that 
Kilrain got down to actual work. He slugged 
the negro most viciously about the head, 
Godfrey being powerless to stop or return the 
blows. The call of time alone saved the colored 
man from being knocked out. If Kilrain had 
followed up his advantage in the seventeenth 
and eighteenth rounds he could have finished 
hisman. He ran away from Godfrey in three 

however, and while the colored 


but retired to nis corner smiling. The twen- 
ty-seventh was another Kllrain round, but 
the exchanges were more even in the follow- 
ing round. From that time on to the 
thirty-sixth round everything was in 
favor of the Baltimorean. He seemed 
to get angry, however, at Godfrey’s pluck 
and persistency and in t he thirty-sixth round 
threw the coloréd man tb the floor, and amid 
repeated cries of foul from the spectators, 
which were ignored by the referee, he re- 
peatedly struck Godfrey on the head while 
the latter was down. The Bostonian arose, 
only to be punched all over the ring. 
Again he went to the floor, but at 


‘the end of ten seconds arose and just then 


the round closed. Kilrain fought his man 
furiously for the next six rounds. He 
punched him all over the ring, but could not 
knock him out, and at the conclusion of the 
forty-second round was exhausted himself by 
his work. Kilrain saved himself in the forty- 
third round and in the forty-fourth again 
forced the fighting and knocked out his man. 
PRITCHARD AND FITZSIMMONS. 

It now seems probable that Ted Pritchard, 
the champion middle-weight of England, 
who whipped Jack Burke, the Irish lad, in 
such short order, and Bob Fitzsimmons, Jack 
Dempsey’s conqueror, will by matched. A 
cablegram from London announces that 
Pritchard has challenged Fitzsimmons to 
fight him for the middle-weight 
championship of the world before any 
athletic club in England or America which 
will offer them the largest purse. George R. 
Clark of Chicago, backer and manager of the 
long New Zea lander, when shown the cable- 
gram declared that he would match Fitzsim- 
mons against the Englishman for from $5 ,000 
to $10,000, the men to fight before any clubin 
the world offering the largest purse. Peter 
Herget, known as Young Mitchell, the C ali- 
fornia middle-weight who recently 
fought La Blanche when the latter 
was accused of throwing the fight, 
also declared himself anxious for a goat 
Pritchard,and says if the latter does not come 
to this country he will go to England to meet 
him, Pritchard will pay no attention to him, 
however, as he Its after bigger game. A set-to 
between the Englishman and Fitzsimmons 
would prove of great interest. The present 
set of English pugilists are a very inferior lot 
and donot rank with American and Austra- 
lian fighters. There are two men 
on that little isle, however, who 
are phenomenal men at their 
weight. They are Charley Mitchell and Ted 
Pritchard. With all his boastfulness and his 
unmanly way of not hesitating to strike or 
use any kind ef weapons on the smallest and 
most helpless men, Mitchell is a fighter of 
wonderful science and cleverness and is one 
of the best generals inthe ring. Hecan un- 
doubtedly whip any of the lighter heavy- 
weights, for he is not much above a middle- 
weight himself, and his draw with Sullivan is 
conclesive proof that he is capable of 
holding his own with the biggest of them. 
In fact it is no sure thing that Mitchell is not 
the best man living to-day, though the 
chances are that if Sullivan met him again 
he would whip the doughty little Brit- 
isher, for John L. would bein better condi- 
tion than he was before and would not allow 
himself to fallintothe pits laid for him by 
tricky Charley. Slavinand perhaps two or 
three other men are also probably better 
than Mitchell, but they are all men who have 
the advantage over him of at least twenty or 
thirty pounds in weightin addition to their 
advantage in heightand reach. Pritchard’s 
easy defeat of Jack Burke and the other men 
he has met in England show him to be a won- 
derful fighter in the middleweight class, but 
the height and reach of Fitzsimmons are al- 
most certain to prove too much for him. 

PUGILISTIC POINTERS. 

Lem McGregor, the St. Joe Kid, thinks Ted 
Pritchard is a phenomenal man and thatthe 
long New Zealander can not fighta man who 
will rush him.

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GEORGIA TRAGEDY. 


The Millington Murder Case—A Mystery 
Poston’s 


AvuGusTa, Ga., March 4.—Two men lost 
their lives in a bloody quarrel near Maxey 
last night and a white woman trying to save 
ber husband’s life had a narrow escape. 
Harvey Smith, a wealthy planter living near 
Maxey, who was married a few months ago, 
had among his employes a negro named Boyd 
Hatton, whom he had to discharge. While 
Hatton was preparing to leave last night 
Smith went down to his cabin to settle with 
him. Hatton met his approach with a 
discharge from his shotgun. Smith drew his 
revolver and fred, striking Hatton in the 
shoulder. The ap nce of Bill Hatton to 
aid his brother made it twotoone. The next 
shot from Smith struck Bill in the heart, and 
the next after that struck Boyd Hatton in the 
abdomen. Smith fell In a swoon from his 
own wounds, Boyd Hatton ran up and seiz- 
ing Smith's revolver shot him and was about 
to fire a second shot when his arm was held 
back by the young bride. She had been at- 
tracted by the firing. The desperate negro 
was carried tnte the cabin andsoon died 


‘from his wounds. 


A Mystery Partially Solved. 

NEw YorK, March 14.—The floater found 
bound ang gagged in the water off Tottenville 
Thursday was identified by German merchant 
yesterday as Qarl Emanuel Ruttinger, and 
there are startling developments in the case. 
Ruttinger left Liverpool on the steamship 
City of Chicago, Dec. 81, 1890, with his broth- 
er-in-law, Wm. Wright, an Englishman. Ar- 
rived at New York, they took board at 
a fashionable German  boarding-house 
on West Fifty-efghth street. They remained 
together until February, when Wright left, 
saying that he was going to Boston. The fol- 
lowing day Ruttinger disappeared and was 
never seen afterward until his body was 
found in the water. On the handkerchief 
thrust into his: mouth as a gag were the 
initials of Wright's name, ‘‘W. W.’’ Wright 
has not beenseen since he went away Feb. 
8. The man who identified Ruttinger’s 
body is Gustav Neu of 127 East Fifty-eighth 
streetand hefirst reported the case to the 
German Consulate. He tis assisting Inspector 
Byrnes and the police to locate Wright. 


The Millington Cage. 


DENVER, Colo., March 14.—The Millington 
murder trial was very sensational yesterday 
and full of startling developments. Frank 
Millington and Mrs. Avery are being tried for 
the murder of Mrs. Avery’s husband, who is 
supposed to have been polsoned because of 
his interference in the relations of the guilty 
pair. 

The question arose afterthe testimony of 
Verdie Cunningham and Mrs. Avery’s maid, 
whether her written statement made before 
the trial should be admitted or not. It was 
finally admitted and read. Init she reiter- 
ated the queer stories she told on the stand 
and gave many strange incidents of the rela- 
tions between Mrs. Avery and Millington 
during Avery’s lifetime. 

L. N. Carleton, a painter, testified that 
while papering Millington’s room, Millington 
took up a photograph of Mrs. Avery and 
made some remarks about it which indicated 
that his relations with her were anything but 
proper. 

Father Robenett testified, but developed 
nothing of particular interest.
